Raging Controversy 


WASHINGTON IP-Sccrctary of 
State John Foster Dulles said to­ 
day aggressors must know in ad­ 
vance that the United States would 
go to war if necessary to defend 
“ its vital interests.” 
Stepping squarely into the rag­ 
ing controversy over his recent 
“ brink of war” remarks. 
Dulles 
told a news conference it is impor­ 
tant that the world should know 
the United States is ready to de­ 
fend its basic moral values and 
vital interests, “ if need be by life 
itself.” 
Dulles said he regretted some 
of the reaction to the “ brink of 
war” article in Life magazine and 
said he would not have said some 
things in the exact way they were 
written. But he stood firm on the 
policy of warning in advance that 
aggression could mean war. 
“ I believe that the United States 
should 
adopt 
every 
honorable 
course to avoid 
engagement 
in 
war,” he -aid. 
“ Indeed. I have 
devoted my whole life to the pur­ 
suit of a ju<t and durable peace.” 
To Maintahi Peace 
Reading from a formal state­ 
ment, Dulles continued: 
“ I believe, however, that there 
are basic moral values and vital 
interests, for which we stand, and 
that the surest way to avoid war is 
to let it be known in advance that 
we are prepared to defend these 
principles, if need be by life it­ 
self.” 
“This policy of making clear our 
position in advance, of course, in­ 
volves risks. 
As Senator Vanden­ 
berg (the late Sen Arthur H. Van­ 
denberg of Michigan) said about 
the North Atlantic treaty, it is a 
calculated risk for peace.” 
Dulles said the United States has 
learned by hard experience that 
failure to make its position known 
in advance “ makes war more like- 
I ly because then an aggressor may 
miscalculate.”

He said such a policy of deter­ 
ring aggression is but one aspect 
of the task to maintain peace. 
Dulles told his news conference: 
“ It is necessary to be patient; 
it is necessary to be conciliatory; 
it is necessary to make our peace 
j a vital force for justice and human 


j welfare so that all men will aspire 
to share that kind of peace.” 
“ Verge of War” 
Dulles cited as a dividend on the 
policy of deterrence a belief that 


j Red China feels the United States 
will fight to defend Formosa and 
the Pescadores if the Communists 
should attack the off-shore islands. 
In the controversial Life m aga­ 
zine interview. Dulles had been 
quoted as saying:

“ You have to take chances for 
peace, 
just as you 
must take 
chances in war. Some say that we 
were brought to the verge of war. 
Of course we were brought to the 
verge of war. 
“ The ability to get to the verge 
without getting into the war is the 
necessary' art. If you cannot m as­ 
ter it, you inevitably get into war. 
lf you try to run away from it, if 
you are scared to go to the brink, 
you are lost. 
We’ve had to look 
it square in the face—on the ques­ 
tion of enlarging the Korean War, 
the question of getting into the 
Indochina War. on the question of 
Formosa. We walked to the brink 
and we looked it in the face. We 
took strong action.” 
The interview caused an uproar 
at home and abroad, particularly 
the reference to “the ability to get 
on the verge of war.”

TUBERCULIN TESTING 
PROGRAM DISCUSSED 
AT STAFF MEETING 
On Friday, Dec. 16, the Egyp­ 
tian Health Department held a si ai I 
| meeting of all personnel within 
the tri-county unit at the main ol- 
fice in Eldorado. During the morn­ 
ing meeting the staff reviewed tu­ 
berculin testing policies and plans 
were made for a campaign for ear­ 
ly detection of tuberculosis. 
In the afternoon all 13 high j 
school principals and school sup- J 
erintenocnts, the three county sup-, 
erintendents 
and 
.school 
nurses 
from Saline and White counties j 
were invited to participate in a | 
group discussion. 
All of I hose 
groups are working very hard to 
promote participation in this pro- j 
gram. Dr. James Wells, health of­ 
ficer, informed the group that tu­ 
berculosis presents the number one 
communicable disease problem to­ 
day, and kills more people than ah 
other infectious diseases combined. 
Yet tuberculosis is a preventable 
disease. 
A calendar of dates for the tu­ 
berculin testing program was dis 
tributed and the dates, tim? and 
places of the next visit ol the mo­ 
bile x ray unit^w ere also present­ 
ed to the group. 
It was pointed out during the 
meeting that at least 95 to IOO per 
cent of the high school students 
should participate in the tubercu­ 
lin testing program. Yet last year 
: in Gallatin county 85% took the 
| tuberculin test, 75% in White and 
' only 59% in Saline county. These 
I figures are alarming.

The tuberculin test is 
; a test which tells whether or not 
I the tubercle bacilli has ever invad 
ed the body. All that’s done is to 
I put some clear fluid called tuber 
I culin between the layers of the 
t skin, usually on the forearm.

three days later. When the doctor 
has checked the size, shape, and col­ 
or of the mark, you will be told 
one of two things—Your test is 
negative — this means that your 
body contains no TB germs, or your

'Senators Urge 
Ridgway Be Called 
To Explain Charge 
WASHINGTON OLPE—Two Dem­ 
ocratic senators suggested today 
that Gen. Matthew B. Ridgway be 
called before the Senate Armed 
Services Committee to explain his 
charge that the Eisenhower admin­ 
istration cut Army strength for 
“political considerations.” 
The senators — Mike Mansfield 
of Montana and Henry M. Jackson 
of Washington — said Congress 
should have the benefit of the for- 
1 mer Army chief of staffs views 
I on the reasons for and validity of 
the Army cutbacks. 
Ridgway, who retired as chief of 
staff after splitting with the Pres­ 
ident on defense policies, charged 
I in a Saturday Evening Post article 
that the administration has meas­ 
ured “our country’s security in 
terms of dollars instead of the men 
and guns needed. . . .” 
In a speech in New York Mon­ 
day night, Defense Secretary Chas. 
E. Wilson said President Eisenhow­ 
er recently warned his Cabinet that 
excessive defense spending might 
disrupt the nation's economy and 
lead to dictatorship. 
Wilson said the secret Cabinet 
meeting took pldcp~in December.

Expected at 
Louisiana Polls 


25 Incumbent Slate Senators and 
112 Representatives File Petitions 


NEW ORLEANS it*—Voters in 
this politically turbulent state bal­ 
loted today in the first primary 
since Reconstruction days in which 
segregation and a big Negro vot­ 
ing registration loomed as signifi 
cant factors in the selection of a 
new Louisiana governor. 
.Cool weather was expected to 
favor a turnout of a big percentage 
of the more than one million reg­ 
istered voters despite possible oc­ 
casional rams in the northwestern 
part of the state. 
Segregation has become a key 
issue because of some candidates 
attacking their opponents on the 
ground 
that 
they 
have 
made 
“ ‘deals” with Negro organizations 
and are secretly in favor of inte- 
gfition. 
Some 
6,000 
Republicans 
also 
were eligible to vote on candidates 
for lieutenant governor and state 
legislative posts. About 155,000 Ne­ 
groes, a 60 per cent increase over 
1952, were registered to vote. 
Nomination in the primary' is 
tantam ount to election in this tra ­ 
ditionally Democratic state, but to 
win a candidate must obtain more 
than 50 per cent of the combined 
vote received by his opponents. 
Earl K. Long, 60-year-old gov 
ernor of Louisiana from 1948-52 
and brother of the late Sen. Huey 
P. Long, beaded the. field of five 
gubernatorial candidates. 
Long was expected to receive 
his chief opposition from Mayor 
Cbep Morrison, 44, of New Or­ 
leans, the “boy wonder” of Loui­ 
siana politics. 
The other candidates are Fred 
Prcaus, 43, former chairman of 
the State Highway Board who has 
been endorsed by Gov. Robert F.
